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Keeping baby cool 


By Ann Usher 


Hay Baby “‘beat the heat” by 
anticipating his warm-weather 
needs. Here are ways to prevent or 
ease the discomforts that make hot 
summer days so unpleasant for lit- 
tle ones. 

Clothes. As few as possible, and 
those few loose and absorbent. 
Thin cotton fabrics are coolest. 
Most of the time, Baby should just 
wear a diaper or training pants. 

When waterproof pants are nec- 
essary, be sure that they are both 
lightweight and porous. 

The bacteria that cause diaper 
rash multiply rapidly in hot weath- 
er. Wei diapers should be changed 
promptly, the diaper area cleaned 
thoroughly and coated with pro- 
tective baby oil, lotion, or powder. 

Food. Baby’s appetite may lag a 
bit during the warm weather, but 
he should be offered the same va- 
riety of foods he has been receiving. 
You may cut down on the amounts 
served if he refuses to finish eating 
his usual portions. 

Give the baby frequent drinks of 
cool (but not iced) water. 

Water cooling. Use tepid water 
for Baby’s baths. Let him play in 
his bath a bit longer than usual. If 
he’s able to sit up well, put an inch 
or so of water in a bath pan set on 
the kitchen or porch floor or in a 
shady spot in the yard and let the 
youngster play in it. An older baby 
will enjoy splashing in a back-yard 
play pool. 

If your baby likes to be sprayed 
at bathtime, it’s a good way to cool 
him off at other times, too. He’ll

enjoy being showered occasionally 
with the lawn hose (set to the gen- 
tlest spray), if the water is not too 
cold. In every kind of water play, 
indoors or out, Baby should be un- 
der your watchful eye at all times. 

Sunning in the shade. Don’t 
expose Baby to the direct rays of a 
midsummer sun. Ultraviolet rays 
permeate the outdoor atmosphere 
at this time of vear, and he'll get 
the benefit of them even if he’s on 
a porch or in the shade. 

Take precautions so Baby won't 
be sunburned. Even a mild sun- 
burn will raise skin temperature, 
making summer heat that much 
harder for the baby to bear. 

Be particularly careful of expo- 
sure to sun near a body of water; 
light is reflected by water. Also re- 
member that sunburning is possi- 
ble even on cloudy or misty days. 

If your baby naps or suns in a 
carriage, raise the level of the pad 
so the sides won’t interfere with 
circulation of air. 

House cooling. If not air con- 
ditioned, choose the coolest room 
in the house for Baby’s naps, play, 
and night sleeping. 

If possible, dispense with rubber 
crib sheets or pad during hot 
weather. Quilted cotton pads are 
cooler and will absorb moisture. A 
diaper and a thin cotton under- 
shirt or short nightie is sufficient 
night clothing. 

When you use an electric fan in 
Baby’s room, be sure it’s out of his 
reach, directed away from him.

The oral method of resuscitating victims of drowning, gas 
poisoning, asphyxiation, or electric shock is better than old 
“push-pull”? manual techniques. It can be applied mouth- 
to-mouth or, by using an inexpensive plastic tube now on 
sale in adult and child sizes, mouth-to-airway. Here’s how:

1. Place victim on his back A 

2. Open the victim’s mouth (not too 
wide to be entirely covered by your 
own mouth) by inserting one thumb 
between his teeth. Pull his jaw up- 
ward and backward so that the front 
of his neck is stretched and his head is 
tilted backward in a sort of “‘sniffing” 





position. (A) 

3. Take a deep breath. Put your 
mouth firmly over the victim’s mouth 
and blow forcefully—more gently for 
very young children. (B) 

4. When the victim’s chest rises, re- 
move your mouth and allow him to 
exhale naturally. Then take another 
deep breath‘ and repeat the cycle 
blowing quite rapidly during the first 
minute of resuscitation, then once 
every three seconds. 

5. When the patient starts to breathe 
naturally, assist him by blowing in

when he exhales. Don’t give up too C 
soon.

Money is a problem that people worry about. 
And what worries people most about money, 
Better Homes & Gardens learned from readers, is: 
budgeting in general 

budgeting housing costs in particular

how to provide adequate insurance and

Many readers asked our advice on these 
problems after publication of ‘‘A modern plan 
for managing your money”’ in this magazine 
last November. Because of the complexity of 
the subject, our original report obviously 
couldn’t cover all aspects of money handling. 
Nor can we now. But because of the great 
interest, we are herewith dealing with 
representative problems raised by readers, 
many of which certainly are of interest to 
other people, too. 





M.. Hannah Atkins, of Brookline, Massachusetts, asks 
guidance for younger families: 

“Families in their late thirties or older have learned money 
management by trial and error. Those who really need help are 
the younger couples without much budgeting experience. Their in- 
come doesn’t differ much from the national average, but the pur- 
poses to which the money must be applied vary considerably.” 

And a young Georgia mother of three asks help not only for 
younger families, but for those with smaller incomes: 

“Many of us are budgeting on net incomes of $5,000 a year or 
less. We need help but we find only discouragement, Will you ac- 
cept the challenge to give us some help, or recognize us for the 
financial experts we must be to live within our incomes?” 

We'll do both. A number of readers asked for sample 
spending plans for families with an income around $5,000, 
and this report presents two especially developed with 
younger home-owning families in mind. Both plans deliber- 
ately allow more money than average for housing, and limit 
several other allowances accordingly. For example, “‘recre- 
ation” is relatively small because of the current trend to 
home, rather than commercial, entertainment. 

But remember that these spending plans are not for imi- 
tating. Their value is for comparing expenses and for show- 
ing how spending plans are worked out. Here, step by step, 
is how we fashioned these new budgets: 

Food and beverages: The government’s Institute of 
Home Economics estimates that a family of four can have 
nourishing, palatable meals at anywhere from 86 cents to 
$1.30 per person per day. We have allowed $1.05 and $1.15, 
a reasonable balance for our higher-than-average housing 
allotment. But your own figure must fit your own family. A 
man who does heavy work needs 10 per cent more tood than 
a sedentary worker; teen-agers cost 30 per cent more to feed 
than children from 7 to 9, and teen-age boys about 10 per 
cent more than girls. Also, food for a three-person family 
generally costs 10 per cent more per person than if there were 
four people in the family. 

Housing: The $72 allowance in the $450 spending plan 
was Calculated on the basis of a $13,000 house with a long- 
term mortgage of $10,000. The mortgage payment would 
be about $55 a month. We also assumed an additional $17 
($204 a year) for taxes and insurance. Authorities estimate 
residential property taxes are typically [ Turn to page 21

1 to 2 per cent of current value (not 
the assessed valuation). Some fami- 
lies, of course, find only discourage- 
ment in such averages: A Wan- 
tagh, Long Island, family reports 
taxes of $550 on a house that cost 
only $16,500 five years ago. 

The $600 spending plan assumed 
a $17,000 house with a $13,000 
mortgage. 

Household operation and home 
furnishings: The allotment for 
fuel, utilities, and maintenance is 
deliberately higher than typical. 
Similarly, the furnishings allow- 
ance is also generous, since younger 
families have many equipment 
needs. 

Clothing: Various surveys indi- 
cate an average family spends 
from 9 to 12 per cent for clothing. 
Budget experts generally calculate 
that grownups need about $200; 
teen-agers, about $125; children 
under 12 years old, $75 to $100. 
The $450 plan reduces even these 
mild allowances to balance the 
above-average allotments in sev- 
eral other departments. 

Transportation: Next to shelter, 
transportation costs are hardest to 
tame, readers reported. 

The $600 plan shown here would 
permit a new popular-price car 
every three to five years. AAA 
figures indicate that gas, oil, main- 
tenance, and tire costs average 3.7 
cents a mile. For 8,000 to 10,000 
miles, this would be $300 to $370 a 
year. Typical depreciation is $475 
a year if the car is used three years, 
$350 if kept five. 

Commuting expenses are fixed, 
and to a large extent will control 
how heavily and how long you use 
your Car. 

Medical and personal care: A 
1957 survey found the average 
family spent $278 annually for 
medical care ($109 for doctors, $46 
for dental care, $15 for hospitals, 
$46 for drugs, $62 for health insur-

ance). But medical care is the fast- 
est-rising living cost; in fact, it has 
jumped 7 per cent since that survey. 
There’s also evidence that many 
families don’t get enough health 
care. Therefore, the $325 to $360 a 
year provided in these sample plans 
is more than the average family 
spends. 

It’s difficult to reduce personal 
care beyond the $6.75 to $9 allotted 
here. Most authorities allow 2 per 
cent for such needs as haircuts and 
toiletries. 

Recreation and gifts: This is a 
most variable expense. A $600 
budget can allow more than the 
typical 5.8 per cent for reading, 
education, and recreation, and 
certainly more than 2 or 3 per cent 
for gifts and contributions. 

Family protection: These spend- 
ing plans really provide three-way 
saving: through mortgage repay- 
ment, insurance, and a specific 
savings allotment. 
these hidden reserves also may be 
used later for education. 

In budgeting for family protec- 
tion, we decided we should provide 
a widow and two children with 
from 60 to 75 per cent of the whole 
family’s budget (around $350 a 
month in these instances). Social 
Security survivor payments would 
be from $238 to $254, depending 
on when the breadwinner died. To 
supplement Social Security for the 


$450 family, an expenditure of 


about $14.75 a month can buy a 
family-income policy paying $100 
a month until the children are 
grown, plus a $5,000 lump-sum 
payment. For the $600 family, an 
expenditure of roughly $23 a 
month can buy a policy paying 
$100 a month plus a lump sum of 
$10,000. 

These costs are for a 15 year plan 
providing payments from the time 
of death to 15 years from the time

the policy was issued. If the bread- 
winner died 5 years after taking 
out the policy, the family would 
get payments for 10 years, plus the 
lump sums: a total of $17,000 in 
one case and $22,000 in the other. 

This formula should be adjusted 
to your own needs. A family in- 
come plan can be arranged for 10 
or 20 years if your children are 
older or younger than the make- 
believe children in our sample 
spending plans, or you can provide 
larger monthly payments with 
smaller lump sums at the same 
cost. You may have group insur- 
ance on your job, too, or other sav- 
ings or property which will meet 
part of your needs. On the other 
hand, a larger family, with special 
needs or determination to guaran- 
tee the children’s educations, may 
make even more coverage desirable. 


Mss. Mary Lou Althoff, of Min- 
neapolis, asks about housing costs: 
“It's almost impossible for me 
to reconcile the national average 
spent for housing—$54 a month 
with our own $15.500 house 
with monthly payments of $115. 
fre we living far beyond our 
means? My husband is self-em- 
ployed and our income is $600. 
We have four children. Granted 
we don't have a long-term mort- 
gage. But that wouldn't seem 
practical either, in view of in- 
terest costs.” 
Mrs. David Spier, of Yonkers, New 
York, has a similar question: 
“For many years we've been 
turning ourselves inside out try- 

ing to figure a way to own a 

house. But no go, in spite of the 

fact that my husband earns a 

fairly good income. Other home- 

owners assure us that we must 
expect from $175 to $200 in 
monthly expenses.” 

Neither Mrs. Althoff nor Mrs. 
Spier should try to follow national 
averages. They include many 
homes with little or no mortgage, 
some in low-tax areas, and many 
built before 1951 for $6,000-$8,000 
and financed with low-rate long 
mortgages. 

Housing expenses vary sharply 
among regions and families, too. 
The average house costs from 12 
to 20 per cent more in North Cen- 
tral and Northeastern states than 
in the Far West and South. And of 
course two families with equal in- 
comes will rarely spend the same 
amounts for housing. The number 
and age of the children, differences 
in hobbies and interests, and the 
breadwinner’s job stability are 
only a few of the factors that make 
housing expenditures differ from 
family to family. 

Also, part of that substantial 
housing bill the Althoffs are pay- 
ing, and Mrs. Spier envisions, is 
really savings in the form of re- 
duced interest payments. A $10,000 
mortgage at 544 per cent, repaid 
in 20 years, requires a total of 
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$16,000 in principal and interest 
payments. Stretched over 30 years, 
payments would total $19,750. 

For the Spiers, $165 a month 
could support a $20,000-$22,000 
house, assuming a $3,500-$5,500 
down payment. The mortgage 
payment would be about $100 a 
month, plus taxes of about $35, 
and heating and maintenance costs 
of about the same amount. Of this 
amount, $55 would build equity 
during the life or the mortgage 
and can be considered partly sav- 
ings (about $25) and partly a de- 
preciation reserve for major re- 
pairs (about $30). 

Moreover, even in the lowest 
tax bracket, the potential income 
tax deduction for interest and 
property tax on this home would 
be approximately $16 a month. 
Thus the true cost is lower than it 
seems. 


M:. Althoff also asks about in- 
surance: 

“Our insurance expenses are 
more than average. My husband 
carries $28,000 of insurance 
with payments averaging $33 a 
month, plus policies on myself 
and the children. We have nu- 
merous discussions on the wisdom 
of this amount, | would like your 
opinion.” 

With four children a family does 
need substantial insurance. But if 
the cost proves burdensome, it can 
be eased by changing the type of in- 
surance without diminishing the 
basic protection. 

For instance, term insurance, 
which protects a family when the 
children are young but builds no 
cash values, is relatively inexpen- 
sive. A modern type of insurance 
called “family income” or “in- 
come rider” is devised for this very 
situation. It combines term insur- 
ance with whole-life insurance, so 
a family has adequate, but cheap, 
coverage in its early years. Another 
inexpensive way to plump up a 
young family’s protection is with 
“mortgage insurance.” 

If the expense is still too great, 
you may decide to reduce the in- 
surance on the mother and chil- 
dren. But don’t make the mistake 
of carrying insufficient insurance 
on the breadwinner himself. It’s of 
first importance to protect the 
family against the loss of its wage 
earner. If you can insure the mother 
and youngsters, the new “family” 
policies will do the job at no more 
than the cost for husband and wife. 

(“What kind of life insurance 
should you have?”’, which was 
published in the October, 1957 is- 
sue of this magazine, offers other 
pertinent advice.)

mutuality. I often have yearned 
for competent advice so all of us 
would be satisfied with a mutual 
plan. But I have not known to 
whom to turn. We have been 
married 15 years, owe no debts, 
and have enough money for basic 
needs. We do most of our own 
home and car repairs, too. And 
yet it seems we live from hand-to- 
mouth with the check gone each 
week before it comes home. 

Could you suggest someone who 

might advise us?” 

For the Masons, the first step is 
to appoint one person to keep a 
daily record of the family’s spend- 
ing. Then each month they can 
gauge the results. With frank, un- 
derstanding discussion of which 
goals are most important, they can 
decide where to curb spending 
and where it can be enlarged. They 
will probably stop unnecessary 
spending almost automatically 
once they see it in black-and-white 
on the spending record. 

A reliable professional source of 
budgeting help is the local Family 
Service Agency. The Community 
Chest or United Fund office in your 
town can direct you to a family 
agency. There you can get skilled 
counsel, generally at $5 an hour. 

Perhaps the most common budg- 
eting error is incomplete plan- 
ning. The Mississippi Experiment 
Station found that over half the 
families questioned in a survey felt 
they would benefit by a complete 
plan for all their spending and 
saving, but only one of 14 used 
such a system. Most budgeted only 
for food and payments on debts. 
Those who had a money plan re- 
ported that the husband and wife 
worked on it together; children 
participated only rarely. 


Ms. Jean B. Fremd, of Santa 
Rosa, California, also is concerned 
about budgeting techniques: 

“4 monthly budgeting system 
doesn’t seem applicable in this 
day when one pays insurance 
semiannually or annually. Ail- 
so, one month’s drug and doctor 
bills may be huge. With modern 
drugs, a $40-$60 bill is nothing. 

“My husband is a salesman, 
earning $9,200 a year. But for a 
family of four we take home $500 
a month, so the balance of his 
commissions can build a nest 
egg. From the $500, you can sub- 
tract $150 for a salesman’s car, 
gas, and meals. Our household is 
supposed to run on the balance. 
Some place along the line we 
aren’t realistic. We've found our 
holes, but how to plug them is our 
problem. We don’t live lavishly 
or entertain a lot. If we want an 
evening out we must rob Peter to 
pay Paul. This year, as in all 
previous years, we have bills 
piling up that again will reduce 
our nest egg to nothing. 
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“Our food biil is $90 a month. 

I make most of my own clothes. 
My husband lives with a mini- 
mum wardrobe, and our two 
boys wear blue jeans constantly. 
We have been in our new home, 
built to our own plan, for one 
year. But our rooms are only 
half-furnished. Our saving grace 
is a California veteran’s loan 
with mortgage insurance in- 
cluded in our $84 payment.” 

In respect to Mrs. Fremd’s con- 
cern over variable monthly ex- 
penses, it’s true that in budgeting 
you don’t know your true results 
until the end of the year. But a 
monthly plan and its companion 
expense record does provide a con- 
tinuing checkup. You can see if 
you were overly optimistic in some 
allotments, or beating your figure 
on others. Some families have 
found that this kind of checkup is 
like a fascinating game. They often 
take a midmonth reckoning to see 
how they’re faring. 

But Mrs. Fremd’s larger prob- 
lem, indicated in a section of her 
letter not reprinted here, is that 
her family is paying not only $84 a 
month for housing, but also five 
debts for equipment. Actually, the 
apparent deficit is a form of en- 
forced savings—but at the price of 
extra finance charges. If the pres- 
ent budget is too confining, time 
payments can be stretched out by 
arrangement with stores and fi- 
nance companies. But the Fremds 
would save more money by repay- 
ing these debts rather than contin- 
uing their separate large savings 
program. Why? Because finance 
charges usually involve true an- 
nual interest rates of from 12 to18 
per cent while savings investments 
gather only from 3 to 6 per cent. 
After debts are cleared is the time 
to start saving on a large scale. 


Mss. George S. Wagoner, Jr., of 
King of Prussia, Pennsylvania, is 
one of many readers who have 
questions about household and 
other “‘average”’ expenses: 

“Are your winters mild? Our 
utilities (gas for heat and cook- 
ing, electricity, water, sewer 
rents, phone) are higher than 
you indicate they should be.” 

And Mrs. Peter W. Reed, of Plain- 
ville, Connecticut: 

“My husband and I would 
like clarification of the average 
figures for utilities, fuel, and re- 
lated operating expenses. We 
heat our five room house with oil 
for $150 a year; gas for heating 
water and cooking runs $10 a 
month; electricity, $7; phone, $6, 
and water, $2. Our monthly aver- 
age for utilities for the past two 
years has been close to $38.” 

And Mrs. Herbert M. Kennedy, of 
Kimberton, Pennsylvania: 

“How can anyone spend only 

$18 a month on utilities and

fuel? This is the amount we 

spend just for electricity and 

part of our phone bill.” 

Again, we’re dealing with na- 
tional averages, which no one 
should seek to imitate. Trying to 
follow a “‘model budgev’” is an old- 
fashioned concept. Many families 
using such a plan soon discard 
budgeting altogether, having ac- 
quired the feeling that budgets are 
designed to restrain them from 
spending. The modern “spending 
plan” concept has the opposite 
aim. Your family plans its own 
allotments to satisfy its own values 
and tastes, independent of anyone 
else’s. This assures money direction 
and control without the rigidity of 
trying to conform to average ex- 
penditures. But average figures do 
serve valuable ends: 

1. They help you clarify your 
own values. For example, families 
who spend more than average for 
housing come to realize that other 
spending must be balanced ac- 
cordingly. Successful budgeting is 
a matter of making choices. 

2. They help locate money leaks. 
A noticeable departure from aver- 
age utility costs that can’t be ex- 
plained away by a cold climate or 
regionally high utility rates should 
prompt an investigation. For ex- 
ample, many families unwittingly 
spend too much for fuel because 
of inadequate insulation, carbon- 
clogged boilers, obsolete domestic

hot water systems, and unprotect- 
ed exposures. On a national basis, 
the U. S. Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics calculated fuel, utilities, and 
household maintenance at 614 per 
cent of a typical urban family’s 
living expenses. Similarly, FHA 
reports that these operating: costs 
for recent home buyers are typical- 
ly from $23 to $25. But these ex- 
penses vary from region to region. 
Most families in the North Cen- 
tral and Northeast must pay more 
than those in other areas. Conse- 
quently, it’s helpful to compare 
operating expenses with your 
neighbors. One Connecticut family 
reports operating costs of $65 a 
month compared to Mrs. Reed’s 
$38. But even the. Reeds could 
well ask fuel suppliers for a survey 
of their high expense for heating 
water. 


A Waban, Massachusetts, couple 
asks about the basic living costs for 
families of four or five: 

“Our conclusion, after talking 
to many families, is that realistic 
expenses under typical urban 
living standards actually are 
about $910 a month.” 

This, of course, represents an 
above-average standard of living 
far beyond the reach of most fami- 
lies. There are two authoritative 
studies of living costs. The chart 
at bottom of page 21 shows esti- 
mates based on [ Turn to page 29 








Keeping baby cool 


Skin care. Prickly heat and chaf- 
ing bother many babies during the 
hot weather. Prickly heat usually 
results from excessive perspiration. 
It generally develops around the 
neck, chest, and in folds of skin. 
Rapid evaporation of perspiration 
should be encouraged. If the baby 
is susceptible to this condition, 
dress him during very hot weather 
in diaper or panty only, and keep 
him in a cool room or out in the 
fresh air as much as possible. 

Frequent starch baths without 
soap (one cup starch in the bath 
water) help prevent prickly heat. 
Don’t rub off the powdery film of 
starch remaining on the skin. And 
dust the susceptible parts of the 
baby’s body with baby powder or 
a light film of cornstarch. 

If prickly areas appear, sponge 
with a solution of one teaspoon of 
baking soda to a cup of water. Day- 
time, dust with borated talcum 
containing 5 per cent camphor. At 
night, apply calamine lotion con- 
taining 1 per cent phenol. 

Chafing results when damp skin 
is subjected to constant rubbing, 
either against another area of the 
skin or a tight band of clothing. It 
occurs most often in natural folds 
of the body or in the skin creases of 
a heavyweight. 

When Baby’s inclined to chafe, 
starch baths, cornstarch or talcum 
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dusting, or applications of zinc ox- 
ide or a silicone ointment will help 
prevent and also relieve the irrita- 
tion. Be sure Baby’s clothing does 
not bind at any point. Pads of dry, 
absorbent cotton, taped in place 
over irritated areas, will prevent 
further rubbing. 

Avoid insect bites. Insect-bit- 
ten skin is one of the worst irrita- 
tions in hot weather. Mosquitoes 
are the pests most likely to annoy 
Baby. When he is taking a nap out- 
doors, provide a cotton or nylon 
net cover for the carriage or over 
the portable crib. Net mosquito 
guards are available with elastic- 
bound edges for snug fit. 

On your own lawn, or in an area 
where you are going to remain for 
a while, spraying the grass and 
foliage with one of the commercial 
mosquito-repelling solutions will 
usually provide protection from in- 
sects for several hours. 

If you take Baby some place 
where mosquitoes, ticks, or chig- 
gers are likely to be prevalent, ap- 
ply on his arms, legs, at waistband 
and shoe tops, one of the insect re- 
pellents sold for use on the body. 

To relieve the discomfort of fly, 
mosquito, or chigger bites, apply 
weak ammonia water, a paste of 
baking soda and water, or cala- 
mine lotion. Cold-water compresses 
also relieve itching and irritation.

Your 
requirements depend entirely on 
your own tastes, needs, and fam- 
ily income.

A strategist’s handbook of parental ploys 
for destroying your children’s morale 





our kids crazy

()., children now have a list of “little things’? we do that 
drive them crazy. And, kids being kids, that means they’re al- 
ready thinking up fierce countermeasures to get even with. 
Not that parents are in any real danger of losing the war of 
nerves so blithely referred to as the Parent-Child Relation- 
ship. Children, it’s true, are more energetic than their parents 
and manage to sustain a fairly withering fire of knuckle crack- 
ing, nail biting, throat clearing, head conking, molar clacking, 
table kicking, milk spilling, and induced burping. But there’s 
no substitute for experience, and Mother and Dad, with their 
long practice at getting under each other’s skin, are more than 
a match for Junior in the arts of psychological warfare. 





“Now, Son,” says mealymouthed old Dad, “I didn’t exactly

One of the “little things” is actually quite a big thing. Some 
of us, sad to say, are not honorable in our dealings with our 
children. Paragons of probity in our dealings with other grown- 
ups, we somehow consider our own kids fair game for all sorts 
of outrageous confidence schemes.

Another thing worth considering in this short course in how 
to drive your children crazy, is the proposition that perhaps 
we expect too much of our kids. We tell Junior not to get dirty, 
not to get hurt, not to mumble, not to jiggle, not to shout, not 
to pout. We expect him to hold his little sister’s hand, give his 
Aunt Ethel a great big kiss, eat his squash, and play the flute 
for company. And we expect him to understand how lucky he 
is to have a darling little sister, a wonderfully generous aunt 
like Aunt Ethel (it’s her old flute), and squash. We expect him 
to pick up his feet, keep his hair out of his eyes, keep his shirt 
tucked in, and thank the girl 
next door for bringing his 
homework when he’s sick. Then 
about 8:30, when we've got 
him thoroughly wound up, we 
expect him to relax and go to 
sleep. 

Sometimes parents are down- 
right unreasonable. For exam- 
ple, Mother occasionally has 
squash on the menu. That’s not 
unreasonable. She puts a small 
dab on Junior’s plate. That’s 
not unreasonable. Junior re- “She wets her hanky on her 
gards the poisonous looking tongue and rubs the dirt with it!” 
stuff. Should he make a fuss, or 
just eat it? He chooses the martyr’s course and chokes it down. 
Mother’s reaction is immediate. “See! You’re learning to like 
squash! Have some more!”’ Plop! 

That’s unreasonable. 

Ironically, parents trying their hardest to be reasonable are 
often the most unreasonable. “‘Look at it this way, Dear,” says 
Mother, hitting on what seems to her a dandy analogy. “The 
flute is just like baseball.” Junior cringes, and sets about taking 
as long a time as possible to assemble his flute. ““You didn’t 
make a fuss about practicing for the Little League tryouts, 
why make a fuss about practicing your flute? Why, you were 
out there practicing foul balls and ground flies for hours!” 
Junior makes an animal noise deep in his throat. “It’s no dif- 
ferent with the flute,” Mom continues. ““You wanted to play 
in the Little League. You practiced. You want to play in the 
school orchestra. You practice. Now, isn’t that sensible?” 

By now, the young flutist is all but inarticulate with rage. 
“It just isn’t the same!’’ he chokes, and proceeds with his 
evening’s practice, bringing to 
it a precision and singleness of 
purpose that is astonishing in 
one so young: he doesn’t hit a 
single correct note. 

But of all the things that par- 
ents might do to drive their 
children crazy, the ones the 
kids resent most deeply are 
those acts which unfailingly 
dent their dignity.

Teach your 
tadpole 
to Swim

‘“ 

ee comes as naturally as breathing to a small 
child.” That’s the belief of Crystal Scarborough, who 
has specialized for 38 years in teaching young children to 
swim. In our pictures, Mrs. Scarborough demonstrates 
her techniques with one of her “‘proofs,”’ 3-year-old Jody 
Locklear. This freckle-faced performer has been swim- 
ming with the confidence and abandon of an exuberant 
tadpole since he was 2. 

Although Mrs. Scarborough teaches babies as young 
as 2 months in her Los Angeles swim school, she thinks 
14 years is an ideal age because then a child is curious 
and beginning to explore. 

According to this experier.ced instructor, there are two 
“‘musts’” in teaching a young child to swim: the pool 
must be heated to a comfortable 90° at all times; and 
learning to swim must always be a game, played by 
teacher and beginner. Mrs. Scarborough has worked out 
the steps pictured here to make a child as much at home 
in water as on land. However, she often combines steps 
or doesn’t take them in precise sequence. The important 
thing is to key the instruction to the youngster’s mood.

land and the Pacific at Astoria. 

rhe middle prong, U.S. 40, con- 
tinues west from Salt Lake City, 
following the old California Em- 
igrant Trail through Reno and 
over historic Donner Pass to Sac- 
ramento and San Francisco. The 
third prong, U.S. 91, branches 
southwest, paralleling the Old 
Spanish Trail, passing Bryce Can- 
yon and Zion National Parks, 
through Las Vegas and on to Los 
Angeles. 

This is a leisurely trip, and worth 
every day of your vacation. Thirty 
is a fine route West to a firm des- 
tination, like Los Angeles or Port- 
land, but it’s also a trip for fre- 
quent stopovers and explorations 
off the main run! And look what's 
off the main run! From Rock 
Springs, Wyoming, U.S. 187 takes 
you north to Teton and Yellow- 
stone National Parks. 

A single 55-mile stretch of Ore- 
gon’s Columbia River Gorge fea- 
tures 19 state parks with roads and 
hiking trails to good fishing spots, 
2,000-foot cliffs, and waterfalls. 
Camping, trailer, and picnic facili- 
ties are everywhere along the way. 

Another of Route 30’s side trips 
leads to Hell’s Canyon where the 
Snake River runs wild through 
North America’s deepest gorge 
along the Idaho-Oregon border. 
Special events alone on Route 30 
will keep you entertained—rodeos, 
roundups, Indian ceremonials, fish- 
ing and hunting derbies. 

If driving’s not your pleasure, 
air conditioned trains or buses ar- 
range stopovers wherever you like. 
Lincoln Highway high lights 
Chicago: The great capital of the 
Midwest stretches for 20 miles 
along the southwestern tip of Lake 
Michigan. It’s a city of 200 parks. 
Grant Park alone has the Art In- 
stitute, Buckingham Memorial 
Fountain, Field Museum, Shedd 
Aquarium, and open-air concerts. 


Near by, Adler Planetarium has 


special space-age exhibits. The 
Merchandise Mart is the world’s 
largest commercial building. The 
observation terrace of the new 


Prudential Building (tallest west of 
Manhattan) affords the best view 
of the city. Jackson Park is home to 
the Museum of Science and Indus- 
try with a full-size coal mine, a 
gray iron foundry, and a 3,000 foot 
model railway, all operating. 
You'll enjoy the University of 
Chicago’s Oriental Institute. Lin- 
coln Park has an outstanding zoo 
and conservatory; the Academy 
of Science and the Chicago His- 
torical Society (it has priceless 
Lincolniana) are here, too. Gar- 
field Park Conservatory is the 
world’s largest with over 5,000 
species of flowers. Chicago Zoolog- 
ical Park (Brookfield Zoo) has 
birds, animals, and reptiles in nat- 
ural surroundings. 


Follow U.S. 30A (Roosevelt 
Road) west to junction with 
U.S. 20 beyond Sterling and 
cross the Mississippi River 
at Fulton to enter lowa. 
Clinton: Visit U.S. Lock and Dam 
No. 13 on the Mississippi. 
Cedar Rapids: The largest collec- 
tion of Grant Wood paintings may 
be viewed at 800 S.E. 2nd Avenue. 
Tama Indian Reservation: Here 
is the 3,000-acre home of over 500 
Indians. You can powwow with 
them in August. Baskets and bead- 
work are sold at roadside stands. 
Ames: Iowa State College’s 845- 
acre campus is one of the nation’s 
loveliest. 


From Missouri Valley fol- 
low U.S. 30A south to Coun- 
cil Bluffs into Nebraska. 


Omaha: The Joslyn Memorial Art 
Museum has outstanding exhibits 
of Indian and early Western art. 
The Union Pacific Museum ex- 
hibits relics of early railroading. 


Boys’ Town: 10 miles west of 
Omaha on U.S. 30A, you can tour 
this 1,300 acre home of 1,000 boys. 


Rejoin U.S. 30 near Central 
City, and at Kearney an 18- 
mile side trip leads south to 
Minden and Pioneer Village. 


Pioneer Village: A two-square- 
block display of 17,000 early West- 
ern relics, it includes an Indian 
fort, general store, old railroad de- 
pot, and government land office. 
Rejoin U.S. 30 at Minden. 
Gothenburg: You'll find an orig- 
inal log cabin Pony Express Sta- 
tion here. 

North Platte: Once the home of 
Buffalo Bill Cody, a rodeo named 
for the famous scout takes place 
here the third week in June. 
Cheyenne, Wyoming: Famous 
Frontier Days in late July are a rip- 
roaring re-enactment of the vigi- 
lante-range war era, complete with 
cowboys, Indians, parades, and 
rodeos. The State Museum has 
pioneer and Indian displays. Pole 
Mountain Drive is a scenic side 
trip. 

Laramie: Here’s the 
Snowy Range, an _ outstanding 
recreation area with mountains, 
lakes—and good fishing. 


gateway to 


Follow State 130 west from 
Laramie over 10,800-foot 
Snowy Range Pass to rejoin 
Route 30 at Walcott. 
Rawlins: The Antelope Derby 
(first week in September) attracts 
thousands of hunters to the West’s 
largest herd of pronghorn antelope. 


Twenty-four miles west of 
Green River, Route 30N 
branches northwest to Po- 
catello, Idaho. 
Route 30S continues west to 
Fort Bridger and Ogden, 37 
miles north of Salt Lake 
City. 
Salt Lake City: Temple Square 
with its great Mormon Temple and 
Tabernacle is the high point for 
visitors. Guided tours start at the 
Bureau of Information Building, 
where there are free organ concerts 
daily. Visit the Brigham Young 
home, Lion House, the “This is 
the Place’? monument in Emigra- 
tion Canyon, the Utah State Cap- 
itol, and Pioneer Memorial Build- 
ing. You can swim, but you can’t 
sink in the water at Saltair Beach 
on Great Salt Lake, 19 miles west 
of the city. The world’s largest 
open-pit copper mine is at Bing- 
ham Canyon, the narrowest city 
in the U.S. (one block wide and 
six miles long). 


Follow Route 30S north 
from Ogden to the junction 


with 30N near Pocatello, 
Idaho. 
Pocatello: Eleven miles north is 


headquarters of the Fort Hall In- 
dian Reservation, home of 2,000 
Shoshone and Bannock Indians. 
Twin Falls: At north edge, you'll 
see an expansive view of the Snake 
River from Jerome Bridge, 476 
feet high. An 88-mile side trip 
north on U.S. 93 leads to Sun Val- 
ley, popular winter and summer 
resort. The Shoshone Falls of Snake

Take the 77-mile 
side trip via State 86 to Hell’s Can- 
yon on the Oregon-Idaho line, east 
of Baker 

Pendleton: This city has long been 
famous for its annual roundup in 


mid-September, when cowboys 
and Indians revive the color and 
pageantry of the Old West. Forty- 
eight miles northwest of Pendleton, 
U.S. 30 follows the Columbia Riv- 
er to the Pacific Ocean 

The Dalles: Here, where the Col- 
umbia narrows to 190 feet, is the 
site of the new hydroelectric power 
dam which has inundated old In- 
dian fishing points at Celilo Falls 
Columbia River Highway to Port-

Hood River: A delightful side trip 
south leads to snow-capped Mount 
Hood, highest point in Oregon 
(11,245 feet). 

Bonneville: The site of Fort Rains 
Blockhouse (1853) and of Bonne- 
ville Hydroelectric Power Dam, 
marks the beginning of tidewater 
on the Columbia River. Hundreds 
of big salmon swim upstream by 
way of “fish ladders” to spawning 
areas. Rose gardens around the 
Administration Building are some 
of the most beautiful. Follow the 
well-marked Scenic Route to a 
view of Columbia Gorge from Vis- 
ta House in Crown Point State 
Park. 

Portland: The City of Roses has 
its annual Rose Festival in June. 
International Rose Test Gardens 
are in Washington Park; Sunken 
Garden in Peninsular Park features 
over 700 varieties. 

Astoria: This city was founded as 
a trading post in 1811, ten miles 
from the mouth of the Columbia 
River. East of the city, you'll see 
the Astoria Reserve Fleet of moth- 
balled naval vessels anchored here 
since World War II. Salmon and 
tuna canning, curing, and freezing 
plants are located along the water- 
front. Astor Column, 125 feet atop 
Coxcomb Hill, affords an excellent 


view of the Columbia River, 
mountains, and ocean. 


Alternate central route 


From Salt Lake City, drive 
west on U.S. 40 past Great 
Salt Lake and across Bonne- 
ville Salt Flats where many 
of the world’s auto speed 
records were established. 


Reno, Nevada: The dude ranch 
capital of the state is famous for 
many lovely parks—and for its 
spectacular night life. Mining 
Museum of State University is of 
special interest. A side trip south 
via U.S. 395, State 17, and U.S. 50 
leads to Virginia City, Carson 
City, and Lake Tahoe. Fallow 
U.S. 40 west from Reno—and on 
into California. 

Truckee, California: Three miles 
beyond town is the Donner State 
Historical Monument on the spot 
where 36 California-bound mem- 
bers of the ill-fated Donner Expe- 
dition perished from hunger in the 
snow during the winter of 1846-47. 
Auburn: A side trip south via 
State 49 leads to Marshall State 
Historical Monument (Coloma). 
James Marshall’s discovery of gold 
here in 1848 while building a saw- 
mill for Captain John Sutter led 
to the great gold rush of °49. 
Sacramento: The capital of the 
Golden State was laid out in 1848 
on the farm of Captain John Sut- 
ter. The State Capitol has elabo- 
rate murals, fine statuary, and hts- 
torical displays. 


Berkeley: The scenic drive over 
Grizzly Peak Boulevard climbs to 
1,640 feet and offers a fine view of 
the San Francisco Bay area. The 
University of California’s campus 
has colorful Spanish architecture. 
Oakland: Skyline Boulevard (a 
continuation of Berkeley’s Grizzly 
Peak Boulevard) overlooks the 
East Bay area. Children’s Fairy- 
land (Lakeside Park) is a joy for 
the youngsters. Municipal Rose 
Gardens (Linda Vista Park) bloom 
the year round. Follow U.S. 40 
across the 814-mile-long Bay Bridge 
into San Francisco. 

San Francisco: Surely “Frisco,” 
as any native will never call it, is 
one of the world’s most fascinating 
cities. The Bay itself is the world’s 
largest landlocked harbor. At Pier 
42, you can board “‘Balclutha,” the 
last survivor of the old, square- 
rigged iron sailing vessels, now a 
part of the city’s Maritime Mu- 
seum. From here, you can view 
Alcatraz Island. Near by is the 
famous Fisherman’s Wharf, base of 
the Italian fishing fleet, noted for 
fine sea-food restaurants. Marina 
Boulevard leads west to Presidio 
(U.S. military reservation) and 
the Golden Gate Bridge. Go south- 
west on Lincoln Boulevard and El 
Camino Del Mar past excellent 
beaches to Lincoln Park and Cali- 
fornia Palace of the Legion of 
Honor. Hundreds of sea lions may 
be seen on Seal Rocks near Cliff 
House. Golden Gate Park, south 
on Great Highway, has Dutch 
windmills, Japanese tea garden,

bridle paths, aquarium, planetar- 
ium, art and natural history mu- 
seums. Drive east from the park to 
Mission Dolores, the oldest build- 
ing in San Francisco, then north to 
Market Street. A right turn here 
leads past Civic Center, birthplace 
of the United Nations. The largest 
Chinatown outside of the Orient is 
just north of Market Street. Shops, 
temples, tea rooms, restaurants, 
joss houses abound here. You can 
get a refreshing view of the city 
from the top floor of the Mark 
Hopkins Hotel. 


Alternate southern route 


As you drive south on U.S. 
91 from Salt Lake City, take 
time to side trip via Alpine 
Loop Road (State 80-U.S. 
189) to Timpanogos Cave 
National Monument, Aspen 
Grove, and Bridal Veil Falls. 


Cedar City: Follow State 14-55 to 
Cedar Breaks National Monument. 
Continue on State 14, U.S. 89, 
and State 12 to Bryce Canyon 
National Park, where you'll see 
canyons of brilliantly colored for- 
mations. Follow U.S. 89 south to 
Mount Carmel Junction and 
State 15 (Zion Mountain Carmel 
Highway) west to Zion National 
Park. 

Zion National Park: Magnificent 
red and white rock walls rise over a 
thousand feet on both sides of this 
spectacular canyon. Principal at- 
tractions are Great White Throne, 
Angel’s Landing, Weeping Rock, 


and Temple of Sinawava. Rejoin 
U.S. 91 northeast of Saint George. 
Saint George: Utah’s first Mor- 
mon Temple is of special interest. 
Have your car checked and add an 
extra supply of drinking water 
here. You have 100 miles of desert 
to drive before reaching Las Vegas. 
Las Vegas: Here’s a breather from 
mountain and desert sight-seeing. 
Like Reno, the night life is unin- 
hibited and headline entertain- 
ers are as common as slot machines 
at the big resort hotels and night 
spots. The city has lovely parks, 
and your family will enjoy “Fron- 
tier Village,’ a restored gold rush 
town complete with jail, opera 
house, stores, stagecoaches, ancient 
trains, and fire engines. Take the 
side trip to Boulder City and Hoov- 
er Dam, which impounds waters of 
the Colorado River to form Lake 
Mead. Continue southwest via 
U.S. 91 to San Bernardino. 

San Bernardino: The mile-high 
“Rim O’ the World Drive” is awe- 
some. You’ll see mile after mile of 
orange groves as U.S. 91 descends 
through Santa Ana Canyon. 
Disneyland: You won’t believe it 
if you haven’t seen it, and you may 
not even believe it after you’ve 
seen it. It’s that spectacular. North- 
west of Anaheim near Buena Park 
is the famous Knott’s Berry Farm. 
Long Beach: You can drive a short 
distance out to sea on Rainbow 
Pier. “‘Pike”’ is a mile-long amuse- 
ment park on the ocean. At Termi- 
nal Island, you can board naval 
vessels on visiting days. Views of 


the harbor and ocean are especially 
good from Palos Verdes Heights. 
Marineland of the Pacific, between 
Redondo Beach and San Pedro, is 
worth a visit. Take a steamship 
cruise or fly to Catalina Island, 22 
miles off shore. 

Los Angeles: Hollywood and Bur- 
bank are home for the big motion 
picture, radio, and television stu- 


dios, and many of the stars live in 
near-by Beverly Hills. Hollywood 
Bowl, the Farmer’s Market, and 
Griffith Park should be on your 
tour as well as the Civic Center, 
Old Mission Church, and Olvera 
Street, an authentic Mexican mar- 
ket place. Exposition Park, South- 
west Museum, and Chinatown are 
other top attractions.

Vuly 1. This is the big day for 
which Maggie and I have been 
planning.

America rose trials here. 

Sally i. This morning Maggie 
and I met Garden Party, the 1960 
All-America hybrid tea, at the 
place where it was originated. J. 
Awdry Armstrong, head of the big 
rose growing firm at Ontario, 
showed us around. He told us that 
Garden Party came from a cross of 
Peace and Charlotte Armstrong. 


July 24. This morning we visited 
with Dr. Walter E. Lammerts, at 
his rose research laboratory and 
trial field in the Livermore Valley. 

Dr. Lammerts is known every- 
where for his rose originations. 
Some are Charlotte Armstrong, 
Chrysler Imperial, Queen Eliza- 
beth, Golden Showers, and the 
1959 introduction, Starfire. These 
all won All-America awards. 


July 29. Near Salem, Oregon, we 
visited R. M. Cooley, an important 
iris grower. He and Mrs. Cooley 
are also old friends. Here, digging 
was in progress. 

I asked Mr. Cooley to make out 
a list of a dozen good iris varieties 
which would be a good assortment 
for a beginning gardener. It should 
have a range of colors and sell for 
75 cents to $1.50 each. 

He took a sheet of paper and 
wrote Pink Sensation, Argus Pheas- 
ant, Cascade Splendor, Desert 
Song, Firecracker, Jane Phillips, 
Blue Shimmer, Russet Wings, New 
Snow, Ola Kala, Solid Mahogany, 
and Pinnacle.
